The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this tide, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 20-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Linde '988 
or EP 802241. 

Linde and EP '241 each teaches or at least suggests the instantly claimed process which 
would appear to also produce the instantly claimed product (see cols. 4,5,8,9 and the claims of 
Linde). The taught briquette is the same as the instantly claimed pellet. 

The subject matter as a whole would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to have selected the overlapping portion of the range 
disclosed by the reference because overlapping ranges have been held to be a prima facie case of 
obviousness. In re Malagari, 182 USPQ 549. 

Where the examiner has found a substantially similar product as in the applied prior art the 
burden of proof is shifted to the applicant to establish that their product is patentably distinct, see 
In re Best, 195 USPQ 430. 

Applicant's arguments filed June 1 1, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant states that Linde was mentioned in the specification to disclose briquettes that

have a lower density than the powder they were prepared from and to note Table 1. 

However nowhere is Linde mentioned in the instant specification with regard to briquette 
density and Linde does not appear to be mentioned in Table 1 . The argument is not 
commensurate with the instant claims which require a particular quotient of pycnometric density 
and bulk density. In any event Linde teaches the same process as is instantly claimed using the 
same auxiliary substances at the same therefore the same compacted carbon black instantly 
claimed would also be obtained.
